picturesque description. Many of the 
writers failed utterly in comprehend- 
ing the log-leal sequence and develop- 
ment indispensable to an effective de- 
tective story. 


The influence of Poe, Gaboriau, Wil- 


kie Collins and Conan Doyle vr&s ap- 
parent in Innumerable instances. Some 
of the competitors were conscious, or 
unconscious, plagiarists, and had para- 
phrased whole pages from these au- 
thors with sorry success. Others told 
their stories as if they were mere news- 
paper reports, destitute alike of color 
and character drawing-. 
The favorite subject of the writers 


was the theft of diamonds. Then came 
murder, abduction, kidnaping, hypno- 
tism and mysterious disappearances, 
Diamonds, however, were the basis of 
Lhe plot In a very large percentage of 
the storlep. Judging by the competi- 
tion, t-nouKh diamonds have been Btolen 
by decent people unable to resist 
lempiailon to stock all the jewelers' 
shops in Christendom, and to antici- 
pate years of production in the mine; 
of South Ai'ric-a and Golconda. 
But some ingenuity was displayed ever 


In the treatment, of this stock subject. 
Sometimes, when the diamonds were 
found, they turned out to be paste. In 
other instances they had not been stolen 
at all, but mislaid; and, again, in a 
few cases, the person to whom the dia- 
monds belonged had hidden them in 
order to throw suspicion upon an in- 
nocent party. 


As a matter of course, hundreds of 
stories dealt with murders, some un- 
der circumstances of most revolting 
brutality, and others on the most re 
fined, scientific and up-to-date meth- 
ods. 
Hanging-, shooting, poisoning and 
drowning were much in favor. In one 
story a man was murdered by tele- 
phone; In another a detective subject 
to (its of somnambulism arrived at the 
conclusion that he himself must have 
committed the murder, the perpetra- 
tor of which he was seeking to dis- 
cover. 


Crime by hypnotic suggestion figured 
very largely in the contes-t, but no spe- 
cially ingenious treatment of the sub- 
ject was apparent in any of the stories. 


Then there were ostensible suicides 
which were murders, and ostensible 
murders which -were suicides. 
There 
were also deaths by extraordinary o-r 
unusual accident that in some instances 
looked like murder, and in other cases 
like suicide. 


Naturally the bulk of the stories were 


written by Americans. There were 
"many, however, in which the scene 
was laid in foreign countries, one, two 
and three hundred years ago. 
There were several civil wiar ard 


revolutionary detective stories re'aUnj 
to spies and stolen or intercepted dia- 
patches. Most o-f these were weak. 


The superiority of the professional 


writer over the Jtmnteur hand was im- 
med ately ; p -a: en t the reader?. Ev -a 
the poor stories by those accustomed 
to write were more en='!ly read tfan 
those of the non-professionals, who 
took up so many pages In coming' to 
the point nnd getting their ihou ,hts 
unilt-r way.

The young man to meet death in this 


way was Arthur Young, aged 1C years^ 
a son of Mrs. Josephine French, of 
Huston's hollow, a short distance north 
of the city. His brother is Ed Young, 
a cutter in the employ of Drew, Selby 
& Ckx's shoe factory. 


The ;victim worked for a farmer 


named Sheets, on the West Side. Sun- 
day with Sheets' son, Dan Sheets, 
Young came to Huston's hollow to visit 
his mother. 
Yesterday afternoon they 


started to return to their West Side 
home. 


Reaching the big C. P. & V. railroad 


bridge that spaas the Scioto, about two 
miles above the 'city, it was proposed 
that they take a swim in its waters be- 
low. They proceeded to a place deep 
enough, uudressed, and plunged into 
the current. 
They were not in the 


water long until Young gave a cry and 
sank from sight. The drowning was 
sudden, so sudden, in fact, that Dan 
Sheets could not reach his friend in 
time to rescue'him. His sinking to rise 
no more was probably due to an attack 
of cramps, as he was a good swimmer 
and used to the water,.
